Bristol Street Battle 
Unabated; 2 Through 
Routes Selected 


Agriculture in Orange county 
stepped out and brought in total 
returns to the county amounting 
to more than three and a half 
million dollars more in 1936 than 
in 1935. 

Total agricultural returns in the 
rountv for 1936 aggregated $33,- 
854, 365 in 1936 as compared with 
$30,165,414 in 1935, it was revealed 
today in County Agricultural 
Commissioner D. W. Tubbs’ annual 
report. Returns in 1934 totaled 
$32,035,022. 

In 1936 orchard crops brought 
in $24,498,720 as compared with 
$21,965,185 in 1935 and $24,583,925 
in 1934. Field crops constituted 
the next biggest item in total re¬ 
turns, with a figure of $3,690,695 
in 1936, $3,097,187 in 1935 and 
$3,153,634 in 1934. 

The animal industry returned 
$3,245,840 in 1936 as compared 
with $2,636,518 in 1935 and $2,- 
172,674 in 1934. Truck crops 
brought in $2,006,970 in the last 
year, as compared with $2,091,011 
in 1935 and $1,830,880 in 1934. 
The nursery industry returns to¬ 
taled $378,105 in 1936, $326,110 
in 1935 and $278,434 in 1934. 
Apiary returns aggregated $34,035 
in 1936, $49,403 i, 1935 and $15,- 
475 in 1934. 

Increases in orchard acreage in 
the past two years were shown 
in the annual report. Orchard 
acreage in 1936 totaled 74,909, in 
1935, 69.362 and in 1934, 68.885. 
Field crops showed a decrease over 
last year, the figures being 68,- 
043 acres in 1936, 77,7517 in 1935 
and 72,562 in 1934. Truck crops, 
however, showed an increase, 
amounting to 16.408 acres in 1936, 
15,599 acres in 1935 and 12,955 
acres in 1934. 


The battle of Bristol street raged 
today, unabated by plans of the 
state highway department for re¬ 
routing traffic around Santa Ana. 

Included in the highway depart¬ 
ment's long-time program for 
north and south traffic past the 
city is no contemplation of the 
continuation of Manchester boule¬ 
vard along the Southern Pacific 
right of way east of Santa Ana. 

State Highway Engineer S. V. 
Cortelyou today told The Journal 
only two through routes are in¬ 
cluded in the state system here. 
Both of these are now open. 

They are Tustin avenue, through 
the Olive Hills into Newport road 
east of Santa Ana, and the Glassed 
Street-Grand avenue route. Both 
already have been designated as 
official state highway routes north 
and south. 

Both divert through traffic from 
Santa Ana canyon around Santa 
Ana on the east. Cortelyou was un¬ 
perturbed by the fact they are lit¬ 
tle used today. They are part of 
the “long-time” plan, he explained, 
and are set up as through routes to 
care for anticipated traffic in¬ 
creases, both past and in Santa 
Ana. 

Both routes are about two miles 
from the projected Bristol street 
boulevard, leaving the question of 
its opening as much in the air as 
ever.

As the grand jury was vot¬ 
ing the indictments 18 miles 
from here, an unidentified 
speaker warned the strikers to 
resist the law officers, and 
“give ’em everything you’ve 
got.” 

The unidentified speaker, ad¬ 
dressing a group of about 200 
strikers in a shed near the Doug¬ 
las plant, declared: 

“If we call on you for action 
pretty soon, I expect you to stick 
your chin out and give 'em every¬ 
thing you’ve got. 

“You’re not going back to work 
anyway, so it doesn't matter what 
happens down here,”

PALM SPRINGS. > Hum¬ 
phrey Pearson, 40, prominent film 
writer, was found shot to death 
in his bed at his desert cottage 
here early today. 

Deputy Sheriff VV. W. Walrath 
said Pearson’s wife, weeping and 
hysterical, was in the same bed 
when the tragedy was discovered. 
She was unable to give a coherent 
story of what had occurred. 

Pearson was shot twice through 
the chest, the deputy said, and had 
been dead more than an hour be¬ 
fore a butler summoned him. The 
butler reported his attention had 
been attracted by Mrs. Pearson's 
sobs. 

Police Chief Lloyd Boiler said 
both Pearson and his wife appar¬ 
ently had been drinking. 

Boiler said the death pistol had 
been found, but declined to dis¬ 
close its location. It had been dis¬ 
charged twice.

Delay in effecting a neutrality 
blockade of the Spanish civil war 
was forecast at London today. 

French objections to details of 
a land patrol and Russia's objec¬ 
tions to her part of a sea patrol 
complicated the picture as six 
powers gathered for a neutrality 
sub-committee meeting in London. 
An "act of God" shelling of the 
British warship Royal Oak off Va¬ 
lencia Tuesday presented the pos¬ 
sibility of other such incidents 
when the powers begin to patrol 
Spain to keep foreign men and 
arms out. 

Although a full blockade was 
believed impossible by the dead¬ 
line March 6 some hope was ex¬ 
pressed a modified plan could be 
effected by then. 


ADDIS ABABA. UP) Ras Desta 
Demtu, son-in-law of Haile Se¬ 
lassie and virtually the last card 
of the fallen “Lion of Judah” in 
his losing game to salvage part of 
his kingdom, has been tracked 
down and executed by the Italian 
conquerors of Ethiopia, they pro¬ 
claimed today. 

“He was turned over to the 
firing squad immediately," report¬ 
ed Viceroy Rodolfo Graziani, him- 
seli wounded in a reckless burst 
of bomb throwing by Ethiopian 
dissidents six days ago—an inci¬ 
dent which led to the firing squad 
for hundreds of natives of Addis 
Ababa. 

Ras Desta, who once was his 
father-in-law’s envoy to the United 
States, was captured west of the 
lake region, south of Addis Ababa, 
less than a week after his column 
was blasted apart in a battle at 
Gof getti. Desta escaped after the 
battle, in which the Ethiopian 
chieftains Dedjaz Beiene Merid 
and Dedjaz Gabre Mariam were 
captured and "liquidated.” 

He was captured yesterday by 
men of the race he once command¬ 
ed—native troops turned to the 
service of Italy. 

He had placed himself at the 
head of "rebellious chieftains” in 
the vicinity of Garauche, 125 miles 
south of Addis Ababa, last month, 
the viceroy asserted, after Gra¬ 
ziani had given him seven days 
to submit. That sealed his doom.

The 
blame for whatever further indig¬ 
nities the Townsend leader may 
find it necessary to endure arises 
out of the methods used by the 
Townsend investigating congres¬ 
sional committee, under the lead¬ 
ership of Chairman Bell. Instead 
of investigating the Townsend plan 
| with the honest purpose and effort 
| of securing national pension legis- 
I latlon information, the committee 
| spent its time and the people’s 
money in trying to destroy the 
Townsend movement and besmirch 
the reputation and motives of the 
doctor. The writer also believes 
the federal grand jury in review¬ 
ing the activities of the committee 
failed in its obligations to the peo¬ 
ple, when it did not criticise the 
Bell committee for going beyond 
its prerogatives by delving into 
personal matters of witnesses ap¬ 
pearing before it. 

The end of the matter is not yet. 
■When the trial is concluded and 
the doctor’s sentence has been pro¬ 
nounced and the doctor has paid 
the penalty of the court’s findings, 
that still will not be the end of 
the matter.

Orange county and other South¬ 
ern California avocado growers 
had by far the most successful 
first-quarter season this year of 
any in history. 

Manager George B. Hodgkin of 
the Calavo Growers of California 
announced today that growers 
netted more than half again as 
much in returns during the first 
three months of this season as 
they did in that of even the record 
crop season of two years ago, when 
almost an identical amount of fruit 
was marketed. 

For the first quarter this sea¬ 
son avocado growers netted $166,- 
316 as compared with $104,364 for 
the same period and on practically 
the same amount of fruit as mar¬ 
keted two years ago. The 58 per 
cent increase in returns this sea¬ 
son is attributed partly to the 
greater national buying power, but 
more to the accumulating bene¬ 
fits of the organized growers’ sys¬ 
tematic advertising and consumer 
and dealer educational activities. 

A grand total of 184,960 packed 
flats of avocados was marketed 
during the first three months of 
the current season, as compared 
with 184,240 for the same period 
two seasons prior. During the 
first two months of this season, 
however, harvesting was held 
down to 18 per cent less than that 
of two years previous. The De¬ 
cember harvest this year equaled, 
those of the first two months 
combined, due largely to the na¬ 
tional chain store drives planned 
for early Jan., it was announced. 

Calavo fuertes returned growers 
at their orchards this season $1.80 
per flat in October, $1.15 in No¬ 
vember, and 93 cents average in 
December; against $1.19, 74 cents 
and 53 cents respectively for the 
same months two years ago when 
the same total amount of fruit 
was handled.

California’s old age pension sys¬ 
tem is all loaded into the freight 
elevator, ready for legislators to 
ho.st it through the tax structure 

next month. 

"The old age pension system will 
be liberalized,” predicted Senator 
Harry C. Westover of Santa Ana, 
chairman of the senate committee 
on social security, in an interview 
today. 

He said it was impossible to 
predict the exact form the new 
laws will take, but that the legis¬ 
lature is sure to increase the bene¬ 
fits. Many authorities think pay¬ 
ments and age limits will remain 
the same, but that exemptions of 
property will be increased, and 
that the "pauper’s oath” will be 
dropped. 

There are 55 bills now pending 
which deal with old age, and 27 
of them would materially increase 
taxes of both the state and the 
counties, according to a report of 
the state chamber of commerce.

Weather forecasts were await¬ 
ed with deep concern by Santa 
Anita Park's official family. 

With one eye on the turnstiles 
and the other on the "tote board,” 
Dr. Charles Strub, general man¬ 
ager of the lavish racing plant, 
sighed audibly, for it rained last 
night. 

Expects 50,000 Fans 

He hopes the turnstiles click in 
more than 50,000 customers on the 
big day, and the "tote board,” 
which stands the size of a bill¬ 
board in the infield opposite the 
grandstand, produces positive 
proof the customers came pre¬ 
pared to invest a genuine affec¬ 
tion for the bangtails. 

If it rains, the crowd will be 
cut down and so will the cash 
betting figures on the “tote 
board.” Santa Anita wants the 
1937 handicap program to break 
all records, including the one 
hung up last year when SI,246,- 
497 trickled through the pari-mu- 
tuei machines. 

To the horsey set itself, the 
weather was of immediate inter¬ 
est, For one thing, the entry 
box closes Friday at 10:30 a. m. 
It costs $250 to send a name 
through, and $750 to start. In 
other words, $1000 per horse to 
run for the biggest purse in the 
turf, not counting the initial $100 
nominating fee paid out last No¬ 
vember.

Rates Louis Over Schmeling

NEW YORK. (Ah—It will be 
quite all right with James J. Brad- 
dock when the lawyers retire from 
the heavyweight ring, pull the 
zippers on their brief cases and 
permit him to concentrate on the 
job of putting his heavyweight 
title back in circulation. 

James J. says he is not only 
bored by nearly two years of in¬ 
activity and all the legal palaver, 
but as a husband and a father is 
; more than anxious to feather the 
l.ist that was worn a trifle bare 
beicre he shocked the fistic ex¬ 
ports by whipping the Magnolia 
man, Max Baer. 

Wants Two Fights 

Braddock wants to fight not 
once, but twice this year, That’s 
how confident he is of his chances 
of beating Joe Louis, the first 
negro to get a shot at the heavy, 
weight crown since Jack Johnson. 

“Louis can be hit and any 
fighter who can be hit can be 
1 beaten.” says Braddock. “I'm not 
underestimating him. He can 
punch- punch hard, with either 
hard. But he’s got to get set for 
those punches. I don’t expect to 
let him get set-—too often. 

"Besides I’m old enough now to 
know how to duck.” 

If and when he beats Louis, and 
collects, he hopes, the batter part 
of $500,000 for his share of the 
Chicago profits, Braddock wants 
to take on Max Schmeling, to re¬ 
move any question about who's 
who in the heavyweight induatry.” 

“Louis, regardless of the out¬ 


come of their fight last year, fig¬ 
ures to be tougher than Schmel- 
iiig." says Braddock. "Joe has a 
knockout punch in either hand 
while Max has nothing dangerous 
hut that right. A smart boxer is 
j not going to be nailed by that 
right the way Louis was. Most 
fights are won or lost because of 
! mistakes in the ring. Louis made 
many mistakes against Schmel- 
, ing ’’ 

Inactivity No Handicap 

What about the effects of two 
years inactivity on his legs and 
all around ring work ? 

“I don’t figure I’ll be rusty," re¬ 
plied Braddock, “I didn’t get go¬ 
ing until pretty late in my ring 
j career. When I started my come¬ 
back more than two years ago I 
wasn’t handicapped by lack of ring 
activity. I've always kept myself 
in good condition. My hands are 
ail right now, I’m not more than 
a half dozen pounds overweight, 
and my legs are as strong as ever. 

"I'll start work in the woods be- 
}fcrc settling down to any training 
routine. I’ll get plenty of road¬ 
work. But that doesn't mean Pm 
going to give Louis a foot race.” 

Four years ago Michael Basrak, 
Duquesne’s All-America center, 
was refused a tryout with the 
University of Chattanooga football 
team because he was too light. 
Then he scaled 150; now ’he’s a 
214-pounder.

The bill states that inmates of 
the farm should be employed in 
useful occupations suitable to their 
physical conditions. It further 
provides that the director may es¬ 
tablish industries within the 
bounds of the farm to manufac¬ 
ture supplies for the state govern¬ 
ment. 

Requirements for commitment 
to the farm would demand phy¬ 
sical examination of the alleged 
addict and strict hearing of his 
defetise. In the case of a recurred 
narcotic addict the court would 
order that he be confined to the 
farm for an indeterminate period 
of not less than five years. 

Terms of Release 

The proposed act would provide 
for the release of any inmate of 
the farm on parole, after five 
years, if the medical superintend¬ 
ent of the state narcotic hospital 
certified that he is no longer an 
addict. 

Another bill, by Senator Young, 
would provide that any special 
counsel employed by the chief of 
the narcotic division would give 
full time to his employment. The 
present narcotic act provides a 
salary not to exceed $3500 a year. 

Drug Prescriptions 

S. B. 62 is an amendment to the 
narcotic act which would prohibit 
the giving of false names or ad¬ 
dresses when obtaining prescrip¬ 
tions for drugs. It also would pro¬ 
hibit a pharmacist from filling a 
prescription for a narcotic drug 
when it showed any sign of altera¬ 
tion or erasure. 

Cultivation or processing of loco 
weed or Indian hemp would be 
forbidden under the provisions of 
S. B. 98. Penalty for violation 
would be a prison sentence of not 
more than six years.

Prayer: Infinite Father, help us 
in the days of our earthly life to 
keep filial faith with Thee, that in 
thy good time we may be the more 
ready for that which eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, which thou 
hast prepared for them that love 
Thee. Amen.

Santa Ana is experiencing a 
boom. 

Particularly in regard to the 
number of queries from all points 
in the nation fi'om persons desi¬ 
rous of settling in Orange county. 

Secretary Howard I. Wood of 
tile chamber of commerce said 
that three or four times as many 
inquiries are being received now 
as have been the case during the 
past few years. 

From all over the nation come 
the inquiries about Santa Ana and 
Orange county, at the rate of five 
and six a day.

Agriculture in Orange county 
today was surveying the vast 
amount of data produced at the 
history-making agricultural eco¬ 
nomic conference and beginning 
its attack on problems presented. 

Farm Advisor Harold E. Wahl- 
berg, who arranged the program 
which made of Orange county an 
agricultural test tube for long 
time farm planning, announced to¬ 
day that the farm leaders who 
took part in the event will form 
the basis for a county-wide Agri¬ 
cultural Economic Council which 
will be semi-permanent in nature. 

Problems for Future 

Fifteen experts from the Uni¬ 
versity of California came here to 
launch a program which has never 
been carried out in the history of 
agriculture before. Now they have 
gone, and the farm leaders who j 
comprise the council have a num¬ 
ber of problems to work out in 
future planning. Briefly, these are 
as follows: 

1. Diminishing acreage in Or¬ 
ange county farm units and re¬ 
sultant dwindling returns per farm 
family because of a steady trend 
toward smaller and smaller farms. 

2. Necessity for reorganization 
or changing the form of the Or¬ 
ange County Water district to se¬ 
cure Colorado river water for ag¬ 
ricultural use. 

Other Problems 

3. Decline of soil fertility In Or¬ 
ange county. 

4. Effect of crop rotation on 
farm lands. 

5. Overproduction in citrus 
crops. 

6. Shifting of certain crops to 
other areas. 

7. Farm labor problems. 

8. Marketing. 

9. Expansion of farm credit. 

To remedy problem No. 1 the 

conference suggested that state 
laws regarding subdivision of farm 
lands be fulfilled and that the 
state real estate commission, be¬ 
fore granting a permit for sale of 
subdivided land, secure from the 
farm advisor and the county plan¬ 
ning commission opinions regard¬ 
ing the social, economic and agri¬ 
cultural aspects of the proposed 
subdivision and its relation to the 
welfare of the county as a whole. 

10 Point Program 

Regarding solution of problem 
No. 2, the conference adopted a 
10-potnt program. They asked that 
the MWD act be amended to as¬ 
sure agriculture equal rights with 
cities to Colorado river water. 
They want protection from floods, 
so they approved the $15,000,000 
flood control program. They urged 
every possible elimination of waste 
of water. 

To help solve problem No. 3 they 
will undertake an exhaustive study 
of the question: "What materials, 
mixture of material or soil treat¬ 
ment will make the soils com¬ 
pletely able to meet the nutritional 
requirements of the crops which 
are grown? 

Field Tests 

To solve problem No. 4 they will 
undertake a series of field tests 
and studies of the effects of ro¬ 
tations of crop and effects of 
cover crops. 

Regarding problem No. 5 the 
conference suggested that strenu¬ 
ous efforts be made to discourage 
the recent tendency for many in¬ 
dividuals to enter the citrus grow¬ 
ing industry as their only source 
of income on smaller and smaller 
farms in Orange county. 

The complete solution for prob¬ 
lem No. 6 is yet to be worked out, 
but where some crops such as wal¬ 
nuts appear to be moving out of 
Orange county, it was pointed out 
that placing of crops on land 
where costs are higher than in 
other places entails heavy loss to 
the grower. This is epecially true 
of tree crop. It also was explained 
that the county probably achieves 
a better crop balance through this 
shift. 

Housing Program 

Regarding farm labor, presented 
In problem No. 7, the conference 
suggested that employers secure 
help through the NRS, giving farm 
job preference to the small farm 
owner who needs the work and 
who can help out other larger 
farmers. They also suggested im¬ 
provement of the housing program 
for farm workers, where possible. 

Suggestions for the solution of 
problem No. 8 were left more or 
less to the grower's marketing or¬ 
ganizations. The conference sug¬ 
gested control of supply and price 
of oranges to be used for canning 
purposes. 

Problem No. 9 will be a subject 
for further consideration and 
study.

TRIO MISSING IN

LOS ANGELES (A 5 !.—Ten men 
went hungry in a pie factory yes¬ 
terday. 

Conducting a "sit-down” strike 
for wage increases of 25 per cent, 
they had no food from the outside 
and declined to eat the company 
product. There are dietetic as well 
as moral reasons for this, they 
said: 

"We won’t touch a non-union 
pie,” said Paul Magyar. 

"Besides, zey are no good for 
ze stomach,” added "Frenchy” La 
Rochelle. 

"And what's more, you get sick 
of ’em,” concluded another sit- 
downer. He was "Wild” Oats Zi- 
ady. He seemed a bit green around 
the gills, and hoped that some lax¬ 
ative would be smuggled in. 

A Matter of Wages 

It was the third day of the 
strike, which silenced the crust- 
rollers and stopped the big, round 
table conveyor in the Brownie Pie 
plant. The manager, William 
Plecity, whose family owns the 
factory, said the men came to him 
Monday afternoon and told him 
they had joined a union, and want¬ 
ed a union shop there. 

The strikers say it’s a matter 
of wages. Their average, they as¬ 
sert, is $15 a week. 

"If it was just wages, we might 
have gotten together," Plecity 
said. "But I didn't want the men 
telling me what I have to do in 
my own place. Still, we might 
have talked it over if they hadn’t 
taken possession of the plant." 

Straps on Pistol 

Now, he said, he will never em¬ 
ploy any of them. 

He brought in substitutes, but 
the machinery is idle. Plecity 
strapped a pistol to his hip and 
prepared to evict the sit-downers, 
replacing them immediately with 
new help. Police advised him to 
get a court order, first. He is 
waiting. 

“We don’t want trouble,” one of 
the strikers said. "But we’re go¬ 
ing to stand right beside this ma¬ 
chinery, and if they try to work 
it, you can’t tell—” 

Police backed the manager in 
refusing to allow food to be 
brought to the men from the out¬ 
side. 

“I’m just big-hearted, I guess,” 
Plecity said, “I told ’em they could 


eat the pies if they wanted to. 
They’re getting a little sick now, 
though.” 

The Brownie pies are five-cent 
size. 

The men have three blankets, a 
few cigarets, no shaving equip¬ 
ment or tooth-paste. They sleep 
on the floor. During the days, 
they have been playing poker with 
a greasy deck of cards. But their 
chips are a little unwieldy. 

A pie-tin with a pie in it counts 
for a dime. An empty tin is worth 
a nickel. The top of a baking 
powder can represents a penny. 

"Fred Larson, that Swede over 
there, is ahead,” they said. "He 
just learned to play during this 
strike.” 

Pickets Busy, Too 

Out in front, eight men, a boy 
on skates, and a pretty girl pick¬ 
eted unceasingly through the day. 
Presently, the girl and one of the 
younger men began smiling each 
time their eyes met on the turn. 
They began to talk. But conven¬ 
tional sweet nothings had no part 
in this tete-a-tete. They exchanged 
ideas on “the system” and "social 
injustice.” 

The wife of one striker, wheel¬ 
ing two babies in a perambulator, 
joined the picket promenade. The 
babies liked it. But the mother 
looked worried. 

”1 think it’s awful,” she said. 
“The idea, sleepin’ on them floors. 
I do hope he keeps warm enough.”

One of these, 
aid to crippled children, is being 
sponsored as an Orange county 
program by the Crippled Children’s 
Relief association. Two, child wel¬ 
fare and hygiene, and maternal 
welfare and infant welfare, are 
being investigated by the P.-T. A. 
ns result of this report. Accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Campbell, this service 
has been offered to Orange county, 
and the doctors’ association and 
supervisors have not considered it. 
Mrs. Kirven will report at the 
next district meeting, to be at 
Yorba Linda in April. 

Discuss Bills
